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Microbiology  was  a  basic  course  that  was  taught  in 
three  sections;  Immunology,  Bacteriology  and  Virology. 
We  attempted  to  interrelate  these  disciplines  by  examining 
in  detail,  the  genetic  basics  for  the  pathogenicity  of 
microbial  infections.  Accordingly,  the  course  discussed 
cellular  and  humoral  immunity,  bacterial  physiology, 
genetics  and  pathogenesis  and  mechanisms  of  viral  repli- 
cation and  disease.

the  homeostatic  adjustments  to  perturbations  in  the  exter- 
nal and  internal  environments,  and  (3)  the  need  to  evalu- 
ate the  scientific  data  which  underlie  our  understanding 
of  these  processes.

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The  Division  of  Orthodontics  encourages  dental  students  to  participate  in 
divisional  research  projects.  This  can  be  either  clinical  or  laboratory  studies. 
Presently,  two  students  are  involved  in  a  clinical  study  on  the  effects  on 
orthodontic  extraoral  force  on  the  palatal  plane. 

The  postdoctoral  students  are  required  to  be  involved  in  research  and  are 
expected  to  complete  an  independent  research  project  under  the  guidance  and 
supervision  of  faculty.  This  is  part  of  their  graduation  requirements.  During  the 
past  year  the  following  projects  have  been  completed  and  presented  by  students: 

—  Report  of  bone  and  soft  tissue  morphologic  changes  following  molar 
uprighting  procedures. 

—  Treatment  effects  of  maxillary  protraction  by  concomitant  rapid  palatal 
expansion  and  intraoral  elastic  force  on  skeletal  Class  III. 

—  Vertical  incisor  relationship  and  its  association  with  myofacial  problems 
of  the  masticatory  muscles. 

—  Orthodontic  bonding:  A  study  of  two  "no  mix"  adhesives. 

—  The  proportion  of  maxillary  molar  crown  height  to  the  vertical  dimension 
from  occlusal  plane  to  nasal  floor.  A  statistical  comparison  of  this  dimension 
between  panoramic  and  cephalometric  radiographic  images.

The  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  periodontal  disease  will  change 
dramatically  during  the  next  decade.  Basic  research  in  periodontology  has 
"or  many  years  examined  such  issues  as  the  nature  of  the  microorganisms 
hat  comprise  the  subgingival  flora,  how  the  various  host  immune  and 
nflammatory  systems  react  to  the  microbial  change  and  cell  biology  of  the 
periodontal  tissues.  We  are  entering  an  era  when  this  research  will  yield 
clinically  applicable  procedures  and  techniques.  Novel  antimicrobial  strate- 
ries  are  being  developed  to  bring  agents  in  direct  contact  with  the  local 
esion  without  the  adverse  side  effects  of  systemic  administration.  New 
.ntibiotics  are  being  tested  for  their  effect  on  periodontal  infections. 
Microbial  and  biochemical  diagnosis  of  different  forms  of  periodontal 
liseases  is  currently  a  reality,  and  this  is  one  area  that  will  experience 
normous  growth  during  the  next  few  years.  Lastly,  surgical  procedures  to 
lduce  regeneration  of  lost  periodontium  are  now  a  reality,  and  new 
jchniques  involving  the  use  of  specific  growth  factors  will  soon  follow. 
Jevertheless,  the  appropriate  use  of  these  techniques  and  procedures 
epends  upon  our  awareness  of  the  clinical  signs  and  symptoms  of 
eriodontal  disease.  A  thorough  periodontal  evaluation  should  be  part  of 
11  dental  examinations.  As  patients  live  longer,  and  retain  their  natural 
entition  for  longer  periods  of  time,  more  teeth  will  be  at  risk  for 
.evelopment  of  periodontal  disease.  The  challenge  is  to  utilize  and  blend 
oth  classical  and  new  diagnostic  and  therapeutic  regimes  into  individual 
eatment  plans  for  our  patients.

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The  Center  for  Clinical  Research  in  Dentistry  is  now  a  flourishing  enterprise 
involved  in  a  variety  of  laboratory  and  clinically-related  studies  that  include  the 
evaluation  of  products  for  people  with  xerostomia,  new  oral  hygiene  devices  and 
effects  of  Xylitol  on  plaque  and  gingivitis  (Drs.  L.  Steinberg,  A.  Zadarian  and  F. 
Odusola  and  Ms.  Irene  Mundo,  Research  Hygienist).  Also,  the  development  of 
new  tests  for  periodontal  disease  activity  (Drs.  Vratsanos  and  D.  Fine)  and  studies 
on  saliva  in  people  with  HIV  infection  (Dr.  I.  Mandel)  are  currently  being 
conducted.  In  addition,  Dr.  R.  Stevens  is  studying  the  presence  and  distribution 
of  viral  genes  (bacteriophage)  in  a  microorganism  associated  with  destructive 
forms  of  periodontal  disease  and  determining  the  impact  on  pathogenicity. 
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Members  of  the  Laboratory  of  Oral  Physiology  in  the  division  of  Endodontics  are  engaged  in  research  dealing 
with  microcirculatory  and  sensory,  or  pain  physiology  of  the  dental  pulp.  The  permanent  research  team  includes 
S.  Kim,  M.  Liu,  J.  Dorscher-Kim  and  K.  Markowitz.  In  addition,  the  Laboratory  is  host  to  many  foreign  scholars, 
who  typically  spend  a  number  of  months  at  Columbia  University  and  during  the  summer  dental  students  are  also 
involved  in  the  laboratory  activities.  The  most  recent  project  is  the  study  of  the  effects  of  CO  laser  on  the  pulp 
circulation  using  laser  Doppler  flowmetry.  Results  on  this  in  vivo  experiment  will  provide  a  basis  for  the  usability 
of  the  CO  laser  in  clinical  dentistry  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  dental  pulp.  The  main  thrust  of  the  Laboratory 
activity  is"  to  understand  the  biological  mechanism  of  pulpal  inflammation  with  the  aim  of  developing  new 
treatment  methods  for  pulpal  disorders.
